Only eight official applications have 


been made for single person flats for old 
folk that may be built in Altona. 


And there are only three applications. trom 
couples who want to get a “Darby and Joan” flat. 


The.shire secretary, Mr. J. W. 
Waters, reporting to council, 
said that because of .the seem- 
ingly low number of people who 
want the flats, the Housing Com-
